International Eucharistic congress 
passed into history today, marked 
for the ages by the eulogy accorded 
womankind by Archbishop Hanna, 
of San Francisco, and the singing 
of the “Résa Mystica’” (Mystical 
Rose) mass by a chorus of 15,000 
nuhs and Chicago women. Two 
hundred thousand were in view of 
the altar and it was estimated that 
an additional 176,000 were outside 
of the btadium. 

There were other features of the 
day—notable ones. There were 
addreskes in their native tongues 
by Cardinals Piffl, of Austria, and 
Charost, of France, and there Was 
a scholarly presentation of the in- 
fluence of the eucharist on every- 
day life of men and nations, by an 
assoclate justice of the United 
States Supreme Court, Pierce But- 
ler. 

Nor were the massed thousands, 
ranged tier upon tier and row after 
row on the sides and in the arena 
of the stadium, any inconsiderable 
part of the ensemble of music and 
ceremony, of color and beauty and 
worship that wove itself into the 
symphony of finite adoration the 
Catholic world lifted to its infinite 
God. 

Tribute by Archbishop. 


There were stirring moments 
early in the proceedings, when the 
first strains of the national anthem 
brought the great congregation to 
its feet and all eyes to the Amer- 
ican flags, fluttering s0 proudly in 
the wind above the sanctuary, and 
again when all present knelt to re- 
ceive the apostolic benediction 
from the cardinal legate, standing 
in view of al? in the center of the 
altar crowning the green hiliside 
of steps. But fixing firmly in all 
minds the fact that this was 
primarily a service for women, 
built upon the devotion of women 
and dedicated to their attitudés and 
their interests, came first, that sud- 
dén volume of sound, tossed from 
the sopranos in the arena theit 
“Kyrie Eleigon’’ as the mass began, 
and answered in the next breath 
with the “Christe Eleison”’ of the 
altos above them in the stadium; 
and second, the cryptic sentences 
of San Francisco's archbishop as he 
paid tribute to the women of cen- 
turies gone and centuries to come. 

Women predominated in the 
army of pilgrims that had swept 
across the bridges from Michigan 
avenue and up the open stretches 
flanking the Field museum, in the 
early hours of the morning, pour- 
ing a living stream through the 
portals of the stadium until it 
seemed there would be room for 
no more—but MN was not by any 
manner of means exclusivély a con- 
gregation of women. 

There were fresh-faced young 
priests just entering on life’s duties, 
business men who joined in almost 
subconsciously with the familiar re. 
sponses sung by the choir, reverend 
and reverent monks, bent with the 
burden of their years and their la- 
bors, nattily attired young men and 
a generous sprinkling of schoolboys. 


Many Orders Represented.

Benson Expresses Love for 
Holy Eucharist as Aid 
to Perfect Life. 


RANSDELL 


IS SPEAKER 


Chicago, June 22 (By A. P.).— 
Rear Admiral William S. Benson, 
under whose direction the United 


movement of Pershing’s army 
across the Atlantic, declared this 
afternoon that he was overpowered 
with a sense of inability to treat 
properly the subject of the holy 


eucharist, and that he approached 
it “literally with fear and trem- 
bling.”’ 

“I appreciate fully and most 
deeply,” he said, ‘“‘the honor that 
is bestowed upon me by giving me 
the opportunity to show, at least by 
my efforts, some of the love I have 
for the holy eucharist.’’ 

The famous veteran of the world 
war addressed a gathering in the 
Coliseum, representing the English- 
speaking section of the Eucharistic 
congress, which also heard Senator 
Ransdell, of Louisiana, and other 
notables. 

Admiral Benson's topic wab the 
transfiguration of the Christian life 
by eucharistic communion, ‘“‘the 
fountain from which springs all 
that is life-giving and nourishing in 
our spiritual life.’’ 

“In holy communion we recéive 
the memory of the God-Man. Our 
understanding becomes clearer; we 
begin to understand what our Di- 
vine Savior’s incarnation, life, pas- 
sion and resurrection mean. We be- 
gin to realize how grateful we 
should be for the many blessings 
we enjoy. No link is missing in the 
whole chain of spiritual aid to a 
perfect life.”’ 

Admiral Benson was introduced 
by the chairman, Bishop Heylen, as 
“one of the best Catholics of the 
United States of America.’’ Unusual 
warmth” and volume of cheering 
greeted Admiral Benson, the audi- 
ence rising and applauding him 
with a heartinéss only equaled by 
the ovation given to the papal 
legate. 

Senator Ranhsdell was given 
rounds of cheers, especially when 
he said ‘‘the better the Catholic, the 
better the citizen,’’ and referréd to 
Attorney General Thomas J. Semmes

SAFETY ON RAILROADS. 

Some of the newspapers, commenting upon 
-the frightful wreck on the Pennsylvania rail- 
-road last week, are satisfied with the fatalistic 
conclusion that the disaster could not have 
‘been prevented; that it was the result of human 
*fallibility, a psychological phenomenon which 
‘impelled an engineer to drive onward at full 
‘speed in the face of red flares and block sig- 
‘nals set against him. 

‘ The fact is that there is no excuse for these. 
‘disasters which are caused by human falli- 
‘bility, now that automatic devices have been 
‘perfected which will stop a train in spite of the 
-effort of an engineer to run against signals 
‘directing him to stop. Congress long ago took 
cognizance of the situation and enacted a law 
‘Yequiring the railroads to install these train- 
‘stop devices. The Interstate Commerce Com- 
Mission on June 13, 1922, ordered 49 rail- 
‘roads to install automatic train-stop or train- 
‘control devices by January 1, 1925, upon a 
‘full passenger locomotive division of each road. 
‘A second order in January, 1924, ordered these 
railroads to install train-stop devices upon a 
second full passenger locomotive division, and 
465 additional railroads were ordered to install 
the devices upon a passenger locomotive divi- 
sion by February 1,,1926. The order was sub- 
sequently modified so the orders in effect on 
October 31, 1924, required installation of the 
devices upon a total of 96 passenger locomotive 

_ @ivisions on as many railroads. 

The object of the law and the commission’s 
‘orders was to require the railroads to install 
automatic train-stop devices which would save 
Yiuman life in spite of the fallibility of train- 
Yhen. If the railroads had been more solicitous 
of saving life than saving money they would 
have voluntarily installed these devices upon 
all their tracks. Only a few railroad companies 
have fully equipped their lines with train-stop 
devices. The Pennsylvania railroad is one of 
the many that have not fully equipped their 
dines. The four-track line where the recent 
wreck occurred is not equipped with automatic 
drain-stop devices, although it is one of the 
most important and heavily traveled lines in 
the United States. Passengers are compelled 
to trust their lives to the alertness and ma- 
chine-like reliability of the trainmen, without 
having the added protection of automatic de- 
vices which will stop trains when trainmen fail 
in alertness or reliability. 

The railroads incur an awful responsibjlity 
when they fail to provide automatic tratnéstop 
devices. They can no longer shift the blame 
upon the engineer, who in this instance was 
killed. A method exists whereby the engineer 
may be prevented from running contrary to 
signals. This safety method has been ordered 
by; law to be installed upon railroads. The 
ppblic safety demands that the railroads shall 

bey this law. Some of them are not willingly 
obeying it, but are delaying installation of the 
devices as much as they can. The consequence 
is train wrecks which deeply enrazge the public 
and tend to prejudice the people against the 
railroads in all other matters. The public be- 
comes convinced that the true policy of rail- 
road executives, after all, is summed up in the 
phrase, “The public be damned.”

the farmer vote is not wet. On the contrary, 
the farmers are the backbone of prohibition. 
If the Democrats hope to present a united front 
in 1928—-and it will take a mighty effort to 
bring this about—the leaders will have to be- 
gin soon the task of getting together. A meet- 
ing of the national committee next winter 
might help to clarify the situation. 

Undoubtedly, Al Smith’s fame has spread 
more widely in the last year than that of any 
other Democrat. He has gained in popularity 
in the South and West, but he has a big handl- 
cap to overcome. Moreover, the star of another 
Democrat appears to be rising in the West. 
Former Senator Pomerene, of Ohio, probably 
will be nominated by the Ohio Democracy for 
the Senate against Frank B. Willis. Should 
he win in the election he will at once become 
a formidable figure for the presidential nomi- 
nation, and he will not have urged against him 
some of the objections which surround the 
candidacy of New York’s governor. The sup- 
porters of Gov.

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THE FARMER'S ONLY SHIELD. 


In his speech on the agricultural! bill, Senator 
Cummins, of Iowa, made this statement: 


As surely as you defeat this bill on the 
ground that the American agriculturists 
ought to sell their products as cheaply at 
home as they are compelled to sell abroad, 
just so surely the whole policy of protec- 
tion is doomed to absolute extinction. 

If this is a sample of the tariff logic preva- 
lent among the farmers of the United States, it 
would be well to look to the preservation of 
the republic as well as the protective tariff. 
It would be impossible to pack into a sentence 
greater ignorance than is uttered by the dis- 
tinguished Iowan. As Mr. Cummins {s not an 
ignorant man, the reader must form his own 
opinion as to the reason why the sentence was 
uttered. 

No one proposes that the farmer shall sell 
his product as cheaply at home as he is com- 
pelled to sell abroad. The protective tariff 
was set up to prevent that very thing. The 
tariff preserves the American market for the 
American farmer, and he has a virtual mopnop- 
oly of it. If he persists in producing more than 
the market can consume he must sell it abroad 
at whatever price he can get, just as the Ameri- 
can manufacturer must do when he produces 
a surplus above home demands. The law per- 
mits manufacturers to combine in disposing ot 
their products abroad, and there is no objec- 
tion to a similar law for the benefit of the 
farmers. 

The tariff applies to imports, not to exports. 
If the manufacturers should form a bloc and 
come to Congress demanding the creation of 
on industry board named by themselves, to 
handle an appropriation from the Treasury for 
the purpose. of selling their surplus manu- 
factured products abroad, so that they could 
keep up or increase prices at home, they would 
be howled down. It would be class legislation 
of the rankest kind, and would be condemned 
by all consumers, including farmers. Why 
should farmers be treated differently from 
manufacturers? 

The chief apology offered for class legisla- 
tion in behalf of the farmers is that they are 
hard up and can not control their surplus 
crops. But the farmers of the United States, 
in the mass, are not hard up, and they can pre- 
vent the production of a surplus if they wish 
to do so. There is an increase of farm imple- 
ment sales everywhere except in the South. In 
North Dakota 50 per cent more automobiles 
were sold last year than in 1924, and 60 per 
cent more in 1924 than in the preceding year. 
In 1921 the cotton crop of 8,000,000 bales sold 
at 8 cents, amounting to $320,000,000. In 
1925 the cotton crop was 16,000,000 bales, 
selling at 16 cents, amounting to $1,280.000,- 
000. In the years 1922, 1923, 1924 and 1925 
the South raised 49,000,000 bales, which sold 
for $5,500,000,000, or an average of 
£1,875,000,000. 

Bad banking is one of the reasons for ad- 
versity in certain farm regions. President 
Coolidge called attention to this fact iu his 
address before the Northwestern dgricultural 
conference on February 4, 1924. Ninety per 
cent of the losses of national banks which have 
failed in recent months jis due to loans made 
prior to 1921. Insane inflation of farm land 
prices induced Northwestern farmers to g0 
upon a financial spree. Industry was inflated, 
also; but industry saw ruin ahead unless it 
adjusted its invoices and took in sail, which it 
proceeded to do. Many rural bankers not only 
failed to help the farmers to take in sail, but 
joined with them in trying to overrule eco- 
nomic law, and went down with them. 

The tariff is the only shield that protects the 
farmer. He has the immense American market 
as his own. Part of it he does not utilize, 
because he does not diversify his output to suit 
the market’s demands. He produces too much 
corn, and in the meantime the United States 
imports butter in increasing quantities. 

The farmers, instead of coming to Wasb- 
ington and asking for a Treasury appropriation 
to float off a surplus that nobody wants, should 
get together, produce what the public wants, 
and ‘market their own product as the manu- 
facturer does.

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THE CAPITOL PLAZA. 

The House on Monday passed two bills of 
importance to Washington—one. for the acqui- 
sition of property to complete the Capitol 
plaza project, and the other to modify the so- 
called Borland law providing that owners: of 
land abutting streets that are resurfaced sha!l 
not .be taxed for the improvements. if 

The Capitol plaza bill has aJready passed the 
Senate and now goes to the President for sig- 
nature. Final enactment of this measure ends 
a long agitation for the purchase of the prop- 
erty involved and insures eventually an ap- 
proach to the city from Union station that will 
add greatly to the beauty of Washington. The 
bill reappropriates $1,800,000 to pay for the 
land lying between the Capitol and Un‘on sta- 
tion and authorizes further appropriations 
when needed. as : y 

The plans for the Capitol plaza have: been 
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‘approved by the Capitol grounds eniargement | 


commission, composed of the presiding officers 
of the Senate and House and David G. Lynn, 
architect of the Capitol, and it is expected the 
work of carrying out the program will be 
started soon. This means that all buildings, 
including the government hotels now on the 
land, will be removed. The hotels, however, 
will not be torn down for a year, or more, it 
is said. Chairman Elliott, of the House public 
buildings and grounds committee, who spon- 
sored the bill, estimates that the ultimate cost 
of the property, which is now assessed at 
$1,800,000, will be considerably greater than 
the appropriation authorized. The Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad, which owns most of the 
land, has priced it to the government at 
$3,129,000. 

The people of Washington have long desired 
the improvements that have now been provided 
for. When the work has been completed and 
the proposed wide thoroughfare leading from 
the station to the Peace monument is opened, 
the National Capital will have an approach to 
the city that will be a joy to the many thou- 
sands of visitors who annually come to Wash- 
ington and a source of much gratification to 
residents. 

The Borland bill was approved by the Dis- 
trict commissioners and by civic associations, 
and its final enactment by the Senate will re- 
move a tax upon property owners that has long 
been a burden. It is to be hoped that the Sen- 
ate will not fail to approve the House measure 
before Congress adjourns. 
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The bare necessities include enough powder 
to whiten the exposed area.

A GOVERNOR ACCEPTS A DOLE. 


The Senate committee investigating the 
Pennsylvania primaries has brought out the 
fact that the W. C. T. U. raised $131,000 and 
turned it over to Gov. Pinchot, for the en- 
forcement of the prohibition law, after the 
State legislature had refused to appropriate 
money for that purpose. Senator Goff brought 
from a witness the admission that the enforce- 
ment fund is used under the direction of the 
attorney general of the State and two deputies 
appointed by the governor. 

Under what State law did Gov. Pinchot ae- 
cept a gift from private citizens to be used in 
enforcing the laws? Pennsylvania occupies a 
unique position if its governor has the power 
to accept money for State purposes from 
private citizens or associations. Under Fed- 
eral law no money or other gift can be ae 
cepted without the consent of Congress. Pre- 
sumably the legislature of Pennsylvania is the 
only authority that could accept doles for that 
State. 

Many interesting facts relating to the State 
of Pennsylvania are being disclosed by the 
present investigation.

It 
predicts that virtually all the chest- 
nut trees in the Appalachians, 
which until recently had escaped 
infections, will be destroyed within 
ten years. The department. urges 
that they be cut down before the 
timber commences to rot, and 
points out that the- blight in itself 
does not injure the wood. But if 
trees are allowed to stand long 
after. they have died, they rot 
quickly under the influence of 
wood-decaying fungi which estab- 
lish themselves under the bark.

Sharp Street Intersections Are 
Declared Hindrance to the 
Growing Auto Traffic.

Resignation as Chairman 
on Legislation. 


The resignation of Justice Fred- 
erick L. Siddons as chairman of the 
cemmission on public welfare legis- 
lation was accepted yesterday with 
‘sincere regret’’ by the _ District 
commisisoners.

The work accomplished 
by the commitee, he said, has. been 
of inestimable benefit and will 
mark a great step in improvement 
of social welfare conditions in the 
District.
